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A KINDLY old gentleman I used to meet frequently on the avenue 
some years ago always impressed me with his exquisite taste 
in matters of art, and erudite knowledge of literature without that 
bookishness which sometimes becomes a bore to listeners. A fine- 
looking man, short of stature, handsome florid face set with white 
side-whiskers and lit up by kindly twinkling eyes. He was Henry 
T. Cox. of Brooklyn, whose love for Barbizon and Dutch paintings 
showed the bent of his mind. As a bibJiophile and connoisseur he 
had few equals, and his library, which will be sold next week from 
the 17th to the 20th, at the Bang's & Co. rooms, contains a variety 
of books of surpassing interest. Manj^ are handsomely bound, and 
there are excellent examples of the bindings by Tout, Zaehnsdorf, 
Bedford, Alfred and William Matthews, Riviere, Petit, Ruban, 
ChamboUe-Duru, 

Noticeable in the collection is a copy of Walton and Cotton's 
"Complete Angler,'' Pickering's edition of 1836, extended to 7 vols, 
by the insertion of 1,762 illustrations, of which 479 are portraits, 920 
are views, 141 are fish-subjects, 49 are pen-and-ink drawings, and 
173 are water-color drawings, the list comprising almost everything 
proper and beautiful to illustrate and adorn this famous old book. 
The volumes are carefully and elegantly bound by Stikeman & Co., 
in green crushed levant morocco, lined with crimson levant morocco, 
delicately and appropriately tooled. Another noteworthy item is Mrs. 
Bray's " Life and Times of Thomas Stothard," London, 1851, ex- 
tended from 8vo to 3 vols, folio, with each page of text inlaid, 
and the whole containing 560 inserted plates. Other instances in 
this department, selected at random, are Spence's "Anecdotes of 
Books and Men," 3 vols, folio; Rogers' "Table Talk;" Byron's 
■ "Childe Harold," Murray's edition of 1841, with india proofs, and 
bound by Matthews; Anstey's " New Bath Guide," with 150 extra 
plates; Sterne's "Sentimental Journey," with Leloir illustrations 
and an extra pen-and-ink sketch added ; and many others. Of 
Pdetry and the Drama the library is rich, in the best editions, of 
Ireland's " History of the New York Stage," complete set of the 
Dunlad Society publications, M«*liere's " Works," Shirley's " Works " 
(Gifford's edition) ; Ben Jonson's "Works," 9 vols., London, 1875; 
Daly's "Peg Woffington," New York, 1888, 4to ; the Baskerville 
edition of Congreve, 3 vols., Birmingham, 1761 ; Colley Gibber's 
" Apology for his Life," Payne Collier's copy, with numerous marginal 
notes, London, 1822; Dryden's " Coliecled Writings," lo vols.; 
Beaumont and Fletcher's "Plays," edited by Dr. Dyce ; the best 
editions of George Herbert, Wordsworth, Keats, Shelley, Burns, and, 
greatest of all, the original editions of Dickens and Thackeray.
